Leafhoppers Cause Stunting 
Leafhoppers: The insects sev­ 
erely damaged second and third 
cuttings of alfalfa last year. They 
cause a stunting of the plants, 


Corn borer moths: will be flying 
soon and depositing their eggs on 
the under side of the corn leaves. 
Even though the fall population 
was lower than in previous years, 
it will still be necessary for sweet 
corn growers to spray. 
Growers should watch the ear­ 
liest planted corn for the presence 
of the first eggs. Spraying should 
begin when the first damages are 
observed. DDT should be applied 
at the rate of one and one-half 
pounds actual insecticide per acre. 
Growers should direct the spray

Sod webworms have been re­ 
ported destroying stands of corn 
in Fayette and Henry Counties. Se­ 
vere infestations usually follow sod. 
The worms feed in a web-struc- 
ture at the base of the plant, cut­ 
ting off the plants, similar to cu- 
wor-n injury’. 
Grasshopper Precaution 
Grasshopper: Damage to field 
tomatoes and other crops can be 
prevented by treating fence rows, 
ditch banks, etc. before grasshop­ 
pers leave these areas. 
Chlordane, Dieldrin, Toxaphene, 
Aldrin, aand Heptachlor are all ef­ 
fective in controling grasshoppers. 
The application of these insecti­ 
cides to the foliage of tomato plants 
is not recommended for grasshop­ 
per control. Malathion, however, 
can be used in combination with 
fungicides applied to the foliage up 
to three days of the harvest.

and floor with Methoxychlor (two 
quarts 25 per cent amulsion per 
five gallons of water) or Malth- 
ion (one pint 57 per cent emulsion 
per five gallons of water) about 
two or three weeks before grain 
harvest. 
Farmers can also treat the new 
grain with protective powders, or 
liquid sprays as it is being stored. 
These grain protectants contain 
Pyrethrum, or Malthion and should 
be applied according to the manu­ 
facturer’s directions.

Parents'Apathy to Polio Puzzling 


Until the discovery of the Salk vac­ 
cine 
several 
years 
ago, 
summer 
weather brought fears of parents 
over another season when infantile 
paralysis might strike a crippling 
blow to loved youngsters. 
Today quantities of the Salk vac­ 
cine sit on shelves, unused. Pharma­ 
ceutical laboratories have cut back 
on their production of the medicine. 
Why? 
Simply because of indifference on 
the public's part and inexcusable 
apathy on the part of many parents. 
Salk vaccine sitting on a shelf 
can t save a life. It must be applied. 
Many a person crippled by polio 
years ago would seize at the oppor­ 
tunity if that were possible. 
Yet today in Salem and Columbi­ 
ana County, despite aggressive im­ 
munization programs by local and 
county health districts, a large num­ 
ber of children are still unprotected. 
Adults under 40 need it, too. 


Last May the county health depart­ 
ment distributed 2,738 polio vaccine 
questionnaires and only 1,512 or 55 
per cent was returned. This poll 
showed 1,253 had not been innocu- 
lated, 116 had received the first shot, 
365 indicated second shots received 
and only 118 had the third shot. 
The Columbiana County health de­ 
partment, from January, 1957,'to May 
of this year, administered the Salk 
vaccine first shots to 4,138 children 
yet it is a known fact that hundreds 
of other youngsters are unprotected. 
Second shots went to-3,555 and 3,997 
received the third and final innocu- 
lation. 
Recently the Columbiana Rotary 
Club sponsored a clinic where the 
Salk drug was offered free. Only 40 
children showed up. 
Such parental neglect makes a 
mockery of one of the greatest medi­ 
cal discoveries of the century.

Debate on Labor Corruption Will Continue 


Mexico's History Is Lesson 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) —While 
the U.S. Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee is preparing to make a 
full investigation of relations with 
Latin America, a quick look at 
Mexico may be in order. 
Mexico is one of the countries 
which Vice President Nixon 
did 
not visit on his recent tour. And 
nobody south of the border has 
thrown any rocks at American 
tourists for a long time. That’s' 
just the point. How come? 
One reason given for Mexico’s 
advances over all the other Lat n- 
Arnerican countries is that Mexico 
went through what the other south­ 
ern republics are now experiencing 
—over 40 years ago. Mexico was 
the first of the American countries 
to go through what amounted to a 
socialist revolution. It was 1910-1917 
— long before communism became 
a world.factor 
It began as a protest against the 
dictatorship of old President Por- 
firio Diaz, who ruled the land for 
years and kept peace in the best 
traditions of an old-school dictator. 


WHEN MEXICO threw off this 
old rule, it went all the way. It

seized all the big landholdings, in­ 
cluding those owned by Americans. 
The land was distributed lo the 
peons. 
Mexico nationalized its railroads. 
It drove out 17 foreign oil com­ 
panies. It put the church in a strait 
jacket. And Mexican mobs, parad- 
ng behind red banners, demanded 
reduced rents, decent wages and 
a higher standard of living gener­ 
ally. 
All this was a reaction to condi­ 
tions that still exist in all too large 
a part of Latin America today. 
It took Mexico between 20 and 
30 years to find out for itself that 
its equivalent of communism did­ 
n’t work. 
The country still maintains its 
ultraliberal labor laws and social 
security system. Its railroads and 
oil industry are still nationalized. 
And it is still expropriating and 
redistributing the bigger land hold­ 
ings. 
But little by little, the Mexicans 
have been inviting foreign capital 
to come back in and help them de­ 
velop their rich natural resources.

This is in itself 
an example which other military 
junta-ridden governments of Latin 
America can well afford to follow. 
This is not to say that Mexico’s 
problems are all over and that it 
is now a functioning democracy. 
Mexico still has one-party govern­ 
ment. The three minority parties 
of the extreme right and 
left 
have small representation in Con­ 
gress and smaller influence. 


MEXICO’S VICENTE Lombardo 
Toledano, often accused of being a 
covert Communist, now has more 
influence in other Latin-American 
countries than he has in his own 
land. But he has complete free­ 
dom to move, speak and write as 
h? pleases. 
As further evidence of Mexico’s 
progress towards democracy, the 
coming elections will be the first 
in which women will have the 
right to vote for a president. They 
first voted in congressional elec­ 
tions three years ago. 
But 50 per cent of Mexico’s 31 
million people still cannot read and 
write. This is another condition 
all too prevalent — and worse 
throughout most of Latin Ameri­ 
ca. To further the crusade to wipe 
out illiteracy in Mexico is another 
Lopez Mateos campaign promise. 
The moral of all this — if any—-

It can be said with a bit of irony 
that everybody in Washington is 
playing politics with the labor- 
umon 
legislation — everybody 
the people who

abuses. 
The working 
man evidently 
is going to con­ 
tinue to see his 
union dues con- 
f i s c a t e d in 
large part for 
purposes which 
he does not ap­ 
prove. 
Congress is supposed to enact 
legislation at this session to pro­ 
tect the worker against corruption 
in unionism. The Democrats have 
written a bill they claim is ade­ 
quate. The Republicans are lining 
up against the measure because, 
they say, it is weak and deficient. 
The secretary of labor, Jam es P. 
Mitchell, who is a “moderate” if 
there ever was one on labor legis­ 
lation and who has been very 
friendly to organized labor, say* 
about the proposed bill: 
“After examining and analyz ng 
the proposals that have just been 
made to the Congress by the com­ 
mittee. I am deeply disappointed 
to find that these proposals con­ 
tain deficiencies and weaknesses 
of such magnitude that, were they 
enacted into law, I am convinced 
they would provide only illusory 
protection to trade union mem­ 
bers and to the public, as well as 
being almost impossible to admin­ 
ister.” 
For saying this, Secretary Mitch­ 
ell was promptly attacked by Sen. 
Ives (R-NY) who sarcastically says 
Mr. Mitchell is trying “to make a 
Republican thing” out of the bill. 
Mr. Ives has declined this year to 
run for re election. He has never 
really come to grips legislatively 
with the evils that nave been go­ 
ing on inside labor unions for 
many years. 


SEN. IVES is not one of those 
members of Congress who in his 
campaigns received financial sup­ 
port from the unions but there are 
many other legislators who have 
been receiving large campaign con­ 
tributions. The sums contributed 
are, of course, a m atter of record. 
It is a fact that the labor unions 
have made a “ Democratic thing” 
out of labor legislation in the past 
and have seen to it that approxi­ 
mately 175 present members of 
the House and Senate did receive 
money contributions from the union 
committees in recent elections. 


Nobody, moreover, can get the 
Democratic presidential nominati 
who doesn’t have the support of 
the labor unions. President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt used to say about 
m atters of importance at the Dem­ 
ocratic national convention, includ­ 
ing the approval of vice presi­ 
dential candidates, "Clear it with 
Sidney.” The reference was to Sid­ 
ney Hillman of the big union of 
garm ent workers in New York. 
Today, unless Walter Reuther of 
the United Auto Workers Union 
gives his “ clearance,” nobody can 
get the presidential or vice-presi­ 
dential nomination on the Demo­ 
cratic national ticket. Sen. Kennedy 
of M assachusetts, who is open 
mentioned as a possible nominee 
on the Democratic ticket, cooper­ 
ated with Sen. Ives and did a m as­ 
terful job of putting together a 
piece of legislation that the labor 
unions find palatable. 


THE LABOR LEADERS, how­ 
ever, really don’t want any legis­ 
lation passed and they may h avt 
enough votes to kill a1! the bills 
in tile House later in the session. 
But they are appreciative of the 
strategy of the Massachusets sen­ 
ator in at least refusing to go along 
the route of the administration, 
which favors much more resrie- 
tive legislation. 
The Republicans knew they have 
a big issue in the corruption dis­ 
closed in labor-union finances. 
The Democratic party’s propos­ 
als would punish only individuals 
inside labor unions who mishandle 
funds but would do nothing to pun­ 
ish unions for irresponsible acts in 
the way of violence and secondary 
boycotts. Nor are the Democrats 
ready to defend the constitutional 
right of a worker to refrain from 
joining a union if he so desires or 
his right to insist that his due* 
shall not be used for political pur­ 
pose. 
The whole debate will continue 
into the next campaign, when the 
American workingman will be ask­ 
ed to vote for members of Con­ 
gress who are ready to protect his 
pay envelope not only against the 
raids of embezzlers and ochers who 
mishandle union funds but against 
the activities of politic ans inside 
the labor unions who are interest­ 
ed primarily in feathering their 
own nests. 
lmany millions of dollars in dues 
could be saved for the American 
worker if there were stringent laws 
to prevent the abuses involved in 
the gathering of so-called “ strike 
funds” and in the autocratic be­ 
havior of those union bosses who 
terrorize the rank and file.

What the Treasury wants to do— 
and what it succeeded in doing this 
week—is to get more ol the fed­ 
eral debt into long term bonds 
so that it won’t have to be going 
into the money marke every lit- 
le while to refund short erm is- 
sies as hey come due. 
This week the Treasury sold I 
billion dollars in 27-year cond* 
for cash and refunded some 7’* 
billion of maturing issues into new 
6 years 8 months bonds. This al­ 
lowed the Treasury to wretch out 
the average maturity of the fed­ 
eral debt to 63 months. Last week 
the average was 58 months. 
The Treasury isn’t out of the 
financial woods by any means, 
more in cash to meet the deficit 
problems go on and on. Before 
the end, of the year he is expect­ 
ed to seek eight billion dollars 
more in cash to meet the dficit 
that will mount fast in the second 
half of the year. 
In trips to the money market, 
the Treasury likely will take care 
not to dry up the reservoir of in­ 
vestment money and thus upset 
the borrowing plans of sates and 
communities and of corporation!. 
Also i will have to walk a tight 
rope lest it upset another admin* 
istration aim —to bring down long 
term interest rates as a counter 
to the recession.

GOP Brass Snags 


Ike's Trade Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower’s House-passed recip­ 
rocal trade gareements program 
hit a snag in the Senate Republi­ 
can leadership today. 
In the face if a lop-sided 317-98 
House vote Wednesday to continue 
presidential control over tariffs 
for five years, Sen. William F. 
Knowland (R-Calif) announced he 
will back a move to reduce the 
extension to three years. The 
House rejected a two-year limit. 
The bill would give Eisenhower 
authority to reduce U.S. tariffs on 
imports as much as 25 per cent 
over the five-year period in re­ 
turn for similar concessions by 
other countries on U.S. exports. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texas, tradi­ 
tionally a supporter of the trade 
program, said the House bill will 
be given top priority in the Sen­ 
ate. 


Aide on Carpet 


Premier Determined 
Not to Bow to Rebels 


PARIS (AP)— Premier Charles 
de Gaulle called Jacques Soustelle 
on the carpet today in another 
show of his determination not to 
let the colonists in Algeria dictate 
how he runs France. 
Sodstelle is thp political front 
man for the insurgent movement 
of army officers and French set­ 
tlers who banded together in com­ 
mittees of public safety to keep 
Algeria under French control. De 
Gaulle wants the Moslem majori­ 
ty to have a full voice in running 
France’s North African territory. 
The committees inspired and di­ 
rected wild demonstrations in Al- 
gtria which hoisted De Gaulle to 
power. But he is now trying to 
make them take the same vaca­ 
tion from politics he ordered for 
the National Assembly. 
The premier called Soustelle 
back from Algiers after the mili­ 
tary-civilian committee there de­ 
manded that De Gaulle kick party 
politicians out of his cabinet and 
delay the Algerian municipal elec­ 
tions he promised about a month. 
De Gaulle’s first response was 
a biting telegram to Gen Raoul 
Salan, his civil and military chief 
in Algeria who had associated 
himself with the insurgent com­ 
mittee’s d“manus. The premier 
told Salan to keep out of politics 
and criticized him for getting 
mixed up in “the regrettable and 
intemperate incident caused by 
the preemptory 
motion of the 
committee.’’ 
He added that the committee’s 
only right and role was to express 
the opinion of its members. 
Soustelle, who eluded police sur­ 
veillance at his Paris home and 
slipped through to Algeria May 16, 
is generally regarded as the real 
mastermind behind the movement 
although he holds no post on any 
of the committees.

thousands of miles away. 
This would put more than IOO 
million dollars a year more into 
circulation the first year and twice 
that in the second year. It would 
set the pattern for millions 
of 
other workers — for as auto goes, 
so goes the nation. 
As the White House people heax 
it, the Auto Workers will get an 
eight or nine cents an hour, in- 


! crease the first year and an equal 
amount atop this the second. 
The auto companies are reported 
i willing to increase their payments 
into the private pools of each out 
of which special unemployment 
benefits come. Under the new pact 
these payments to laid-off workers 
would be extended from 2 weeks 
duration to about 40 weeks. 
• 


PENSIONS WILL be increased. 
At present, 
the 
auto workers, 
when they retire, get monthly pay 
ments from the companies amount­ 
ing to $2.25 from every year they’ve 
worked. For example, if they re­ 
tire after 20 years, they 
get 
20 
I limes $2.25 or $5 a month old 
age pension in addition to social 
i security. 
The expected increase 
will make it $2.50 a month so 
that a retired worker will get a 


I $5 a month pension after 20 years. 


There seems to be agreement! 
on another point. The United Auto 
Workers Union has been alarmed 
by the abandonment of old plants 
in the big cities, especially in and 
around Detroit. 
The union wants to protect its 
members who are thrown out of 
work by such shifts. Under the 
new pact, it is expected that the 
companies will agree to guarantee! 
that a worker in an old plant can | 
move 
to the new one with full j 
seniority rights. 
The workers of the abandoned 
plant would get these rights, which 
guarantee them as much in the 
new plant as they had in the old, 
before any new hands are hired. 
AH this will cost the companies 
from two to three cents an hour 
more, making the whole package 
worth from $4 to $4.40 per man 
more for an average week. 


The White House observers have 
been told that the Big Three auto 
companies are ready to sign such 
a pact right now—if the Chrysler 
Corp. and the union can agree on 
work standards. This refers to the 
speed with which a number of men 
are required to turn out a quota of 
products, whether they are car 
bodies, headlighted, dashboard gad­ 
gets or seats. 


CHRYSLER HAS told the other 
companies. that 
unless 
it 
gets 
steadier production speeds, it will 
be hurt. This point was made at 
a meeting of the top executives 
of the Big Three auto companies 
sometime in April. 
It was pointed out that during 
the conflict with the union over 
production standards the company 
shut some of its plants early every 
day from Jan. 27 to early March,
